as “disastrous to workers in every 
country in the world,” by President 
Cameron of the trade union con­ 
gress, in opening the British labor 
conference here today. 
President Cameron charged that 
much unemployment was due to the 
conclusion of a military pease and a 
conspirary to wage an economic war 
against the central powers. 
♦ “It is impossible to 
impoverish 
one nation without 
spreading 
the 
plague to- every other nation,” said 
President Cameron. 
“That is exactly what has hap­ 
pened. We are now faced with the 
most serious economic crisis in his­ 
tory. 
“There must be public ownership 
of the land, the mines, the railways

“As a man thinks in his heart, so is he,” The Church has been 
doing some very fine things here and there. Some fine day it 
will step forth in the limelight of God’s approval and present to 
him the pealed heart of a hitherto very sick world.

Experim ents conducted off j 
the coast of Newfoundland aboard

uately perfect. 
In working on his 
invention M. Larigaldie considered 
the dangers of iceburgs to shipping 
and the delays and expenses incur­ 
red by ships having to tak e more 
southerly courses during cold wea­ 
ther. If his invention proves suc­ 
cessful the inventor 
claims that 
ships will henceforth 
be 
able 
to 
navigate in more northerly w aters, 
and he hopes thereby to reduce both 
the danger of cross-Atlantic travel 
md the tim e needed to m ake 
the 
crossing. 
The apparaus M 
Larigaldie em­ 
ployed on his trials consisted of a 
gilded parabolical 
m irror, 
which 
can freely oscillate around its hori­ 
zontal diam eter. 
A heavy lead 
weight reduces its period of oscil- 
ation so as to render it insensible 
:o the rolling of the ship. The axle 
of the apparatus 
directed toward 
ihe bow of the ship directly cuts 
the horizon. 
In the center of the 
mirror 
a special 
therm o-electrical 
coupling is placed, which carefully 
calorized is protected by sylvine, a 
highly transparent substance.

spite serious difficulties due in somv' 
measures to the 
narrow surface of 
the m irror, it was possible to no­ 
tice a dim inution of the 
current 
oroduced by the 
thermo-electrical 
coupling when an iceberg crossed
